It is planned to hold a confer- 


ence upon penal reform/in the fall 
In Oberlin, to 
which 
delegates 


from organizations in all parts of 
the state will be invited. The com- 
Bittee is inviting co-operation from 
ether groups in the state. (1) in 
securing thorough, scientific, ex- 
pert survey of one Ohio penal in- 
stitution, probably the 
Columbus 


penitentiary, to be followed by a 
comprehensive and equally expert 
survey of all such institutions in 
the state; (2) in securing admin- 
istration 
of 
penal 
institutions 


which shall be sound in principle, 
effective in 
execution and wholly 


free from partisan politics. 
It is 


expected that the conference will 
be followed by complete organiza- 
tion of the state, with widespread 
local chapters, to secure the com- 
plete divorce of penal institutions 
from partisan politics.

, The fact, however, that the decision of the coroner's 


jury placing the blame for the massacre conclusively 
upon the mine company, has been given the publicity 
that it has. may do something toward dispelling the con- 
demnation of the general public which such incidents are 
bound to bring upon the union men. 


In the lurid flames of violence the great mass of 


peopk unfortunately forget fundamental and remote 
causes, and only remember those who. desperate, irrem- 
idiably precipitate the open, illegal and apparently Can- 
ton crimes. The strike has been progressing for many 
weeks. It is natural that those who are refusing to 
work under what they feel to he unfair conditions still 
feel that they have some claim on their jobs.. In fact 
we believe that today most men are coming to feel that, 
there is some right, some way. to their positions, to their 
opportunity to earn a living, under proper conditions.
